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Clarke College has received a $4,232 grant 
from the Jowa Board of Humanities to host a 
major symposium on family life this spring. 

The symposium, to be held Friday and 
saturday, March 27-28, will feature human- 
iss and social welfare experts from around 
the country to discuss the past, present and 
future of farnilies. 

“Many contemporary families face crises 
and obstacles which threaten the stability 
and harmony of relationships within the 
family," wrote project co-chairman Mar- 
guerite Neumann, BVM, a Clarke chemistry 
faculty member and expert on bioethics. 

“The objective of the symposium is to en- 
able contemporary men and women, faced 
with the challenge of current alterations in 
family patterns, to consider essential values 
within the family, how the importance of 
these values has shifted from past to present 
and how the meaning of family values may 
change still further in the future,” Neumann 
wrote. 

The symposium will be divided into three 
major parts: Family values in the past, con-
